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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Our budget for 1968 is considerably higher, due principally to 
school costs which have risen sharply. Educational facilities have 
been greatly extended and equipment for the most modern and ad- 
vanced teaching methods is installed in the new Regional School. 
Faculty salaries have been raised and we have good reason for 
pride in this department of our Town. It is the hope of this com- 
mittee that parents will make a continuing effort to encourage 
appreciation and pride of ownership in the attitudes of their chil- 
dren toward their school. 


A real estate tax burden is dependent upon two factors. One 
is the total sum of money we choose to spend. The other is the to- 
tal valuation of our combined properties. An increase in the former 
increases the burden. An increase in the latter reduces it. Merely 
raising the paper value (assessment), while lowering the tax rate 
is no real help. If, however, the genuine worth of the community 
can be raised, then taxpayers would achieve some relief. 


This committee suggests that we give consideration to the 
possibility of a zoning plan, which would restrict marginal and sub- 
standard dwellings, unsightly business enterprises and crowded or 
unsanitary conditions. The result of such a policy in localities which 
have adopted zoning invariably is a sharp up-grading of the com- 
munity, a trend toward more responsible citizenry and a growth of 
land values. A further thought is that as our neighboring towns, 
themselves institute zoning and exclude sub-standard dwellings 
these must of necessity pour into any remaining unrestricted area 
thus speeding its dilapidation. Colrain is already late in protecting 
itself in this respect. 


The very great natural beauty of Colrain is attracting growing 
interest and, happily, it is also encouraging many of us in the main- 
tenance and refurbishing of our own properties. This ties in effec- 
tively with a long range plan of community improvement and leads 
to a constant growth of property values.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


‘To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1967. 


During the year book circulation at the Griswold Memorial 
‘Library totalled 6064 books. Of these 3433 were adult and 2631 were 
juvenile books. In addition, Miss Grace Baker of the Western Re- 
gional Library system reported a total circulation of 1260 books at 
the library, and 2830 books at Colrain Central School and other 
town stops. There were 38 new registrations at the library. 


A total of 137 new books were added to the library, 106 of these 
-adult and 31 juvenile books. Geneologies of the Davenport and Bell 
families of Colrain were presented the library by Royal Davenport 
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and Mrs. Nellie Curtis McCall respectively. Other donors of books 
and magazines during the year were Mrs. Evelyn Pennegar, Mrs. 
Juanita Demerais, Charles Mayer, Mrs. Carl Sewall, Mrs. Jessie 
Dunnell, Mrs. Robert Caswell, Clarence Paye and Herbert Saunders. 
Several books were gifts of publishers and organizations. 


We regret that a good friend of the library, Clarke Maynard, 
has passed away. For many years he had given the library new 
books in memory of his mother and aunt. Our library has been 
named a beneficiary in his will. 


State certificates for reading were awarded to school pupils as 
follows: Grade VII - 19 Five-book certificates; Grade VI - 12 Five- 
book certificates; and Grade V - 7 Five-book certificates, making a 
total of 38 certificates. 


National Library Week was observed in April with open house 
and an address by Dr. Audrey Duckert of the faculty of the Univers- 
ity of Massachusetts entitled “The English Language in Franklin 
County.” 


Mrs. Marilyn Shea, director of the Bridge of Flowers Artists 
Guild, spoke on illustrating children’s books in observance of Na- 
tional Book Week in November. Two prize books were awarded 
children. 


Special displays have included an art exhibit of the work of 
Prentice Crosier; the construction of a book; and pictures from 
Coleraine, Ireland. 


Forty-one children participated in the summer reading program. 
On August 30, Mrs. Arthur Bishop entertained the children with a 
talk on horses. Reading certificates were given to 17 children, and 
all were treated to ice cream. 


Your Librarian received her certificate as a Professional Librar- 
ian in February, 1967 from the Board of Free Library Commissioners, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and has been working full time 
at the library since July 1. Several substitutes have assisted at the 
library, with Miss Susan Hale working the most time.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health functioned in 1967 as it has in former years, 
maintaining records of reported cases of contagious diseases. One 
notable observation is that the incidents of contagious diseases re- 
ported to be in the community has under-gone marked changes from 
the past. Chicken pox continues to be the one involving the greatest 
number of people. Measles and German Measles are reported with 
increasingly less frequency, and now that the program of innocula- 
tion against measles is being carried out, this disease is undergoing 
marked diminution. 


Inspections of water supplies and sewage disposal arrangements 
were made and measures taken to improve conditions were done. 


The immunization program that has been carried out annually 
involving the use of triple toxoids was given with an excellent re- 
sponse on the part of the parents. It is noted that the number of 
children appearing at these clinics, is gradually lessening because of 
the innoculations being done at the offices of their private physicians. 


The Well-Child Conference which is sponsored by the Board of 
Health took place in the Colrain School. This was done as a result 
of the planning of the school nurse, Mrs. Hazel Pickwell and the 
workers whom she solicited for the program. Physical examinations 
were made and innoculations given by Dr. John Olson. The Board 
once again offers thanks to all who assisted in these various pro- 
grams to improve the overall health of our citizens.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


During the past year (1967) the Colrain Fire Department re- 
ceived twelve fire calls, and fifty-four ambulance calls. 


The fires consisted of two chimney fires, four brush fires, three 
building fires and three mutual aid calls. 


A fire at Kendall’s Lyonsville plant in July could have been a 
serious loss, both to the Company and Town of Colrain, but for the 
combined efforts of the Kendall Fire Brigade, and the Colrain fire- 
men. 


Shelburne firemen were called to stand by at our station during 
this fire and also during the fire in West Leyden that we were called 
to under the Tri-State Mutual Aid. 


We had one fire of suspicious origin. This fire was fully investi- 
gated by me and Lt. George Powers from the State Fire Marshall’s 
office. The official ruling was arson, committed by some unknown 
person or persons. 


We have tried to give Colrain the best possible fire protection 
for the money the tax payers can afford to pay. Fire equipment is 
like everything else, it continues to rise in cost every year. 


Therefore my policy shall be to slow down on our purchase of 
new equipment and depend more on mutual assistance. This is the 
only way we can hold the line on our budget. 


During the past year we have had various pieces of small equip - 
ment, as well as a fast battery charger stolen from the Fire Station. 
We were fortunate to have the charger covered under a blanket 
insurance policy, and were able to replace it. 


However, it makes it practically impossible to keep a ‘Ready 
Condition” for emergencies when our equipment is being continually 
mauled over and stolen. We still need a separate building for our 
fire equipment. This doesn’t have to be an elaborate station, but it 
should be adequate for our needs.

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REPORT OF MOHAWK TRAIL 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


Although not 100 per cent complete, the Mohawk Trail Regional 
School opened its doors to receive the first students on September 
12, 1967. The students entering this date numbered some 917 from 
the nine towns comprising the Mohawk District. The school was 
originally scheduled to open on September 6, but at a special meet- 
ing on August 30, 1967, the committee decided to delay opening until 
the 12th. This action enabled the construction crews to complete the 
connecting corridors from the main building to the classroom wing. 
Subsequent to the opening in September, we saw the completion of 
the library, the music room, the kitchen, which started to serve hot 
lunches on November 27, 1967. At this writing the auditorium is 
scheduled for completion in December, 1967, as are the boys’ and 
girls’ locker rooms. It is expected that the gymnasium will be com- 
pleted about the middle of January. The committee meets on the 
second and fourth Wednesday of each month in the Conference Room 
at the school. These meetings are open to the public and the public 
is always welcome to sit in. 


Some areas covered by your committee this past year follow: 


TRANSPORTATION 


Sub-committee charged with transportation for the students at- 
tending Mohawk Trail Regional School consisted of: Mr. Kendall 
Abbott of Buckland, who replaced Mr. Bernard Shippee of Buckland 
as chairman of this sub-committee; Mr. Roger Scott of Ashfield, who 
replaced Mr. G. M. Phelps, Jr. and Miss Doris Askew of Charlemont. 
After many hours of meetings and establishing bus routes, the com- 
mittee recommended to the full committee that we should advertise 
for bids. Bids were opened and awarded on April 21 to the success- 
ful low bidders. This included Mr. Gerald A. Shippee of Buckland 
on 15 bus routes for a net price of $374 a day. This bid included two 
leased buses for the school use. Successful feeder route bidders were 
Francis R. Stetson, Jr. of Charlemont; Fred Huebner of Heath; and 
Charles R. Dumas of Colrain. On September 13, 1967, and additional 
feeder route at Harris Mountain Road, Charlemont, was awarded to 
Mrs. Esther Harris of Charlemont for $8.00 a day. On September 
27, 1967, a sub-committee to review bus transportation and some of 
the feeder routes was established consisting of Mr. Roger E. Scott 
of Ashfield, Chairman; Mr. Hobart Raymond of Hawley; and Mr. 
Lawrence Shearer, Jr., of Colrain. This committee on October 11 
recommended minor changes in bus routes in the towns of Ashfield 
and Hawley, plus the establishment of additional feeder routes in 
East Hawley and Buckland Center. 
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It was the vote of the committee to reimburse parents for Voca- 
tional Transportation at the rate of 10 cents a mile. 


EQUIPMENT 


Some of the major equipment bids awarded this past year con- 
sisted of a bid in the amount of $13,340.85 for Library Furniture 
awarded to Cascade School Supplies, North Adams. A Random 
Access Laboratory (Language Laboratory) was awarded to Chester 
Electronics, Chester, Connecticut, in the amount of $31,700. Awards 
were made on May 31, 1967, for the majority of the school equip- 
ment, including supplies, classroom furniture, etc. Industrial Arts 
and Shop Equipment was awarded to various low bidders on August 
30 for the total amount of $21,117.97. Holyoke Equipment Company 
with the low bid of $11,200 was awarded a contract to supply Kitchen 
Equipment in the Cafeteria. 


COMMITTEE POLICY OR ADMINISTRATION GUIDANCE 
The following policies were established this past year: 


Policy Statement #1: That the Mohawk Trail Regional School shall 
be a comprehensive Junior-Senior High School. 


Policy Statement #2: That the school day shall be from 8:00 A.M. 
0/2230 (PM. 


Policy Statement #3: The emergency hiring procedure between 
committee meetings. 


Policy Statement #4: Pregnancy. 
Policy Statement #5: Bus Rider Rules and Regulations. 


SUB-COMMITTEE APPOINTMENTS 


In addition to the transportation sub-committees, the following 
sub-committees were appointed: 


A sub-committee to study and recommend administrators’ salary 
schedules and contracts consisting of Mr. Ray Willis of Charlemont, 
Chairman; Mr. Guy Manners of Shelburne; and Mr. Roger Scott of 
Ashfield. 


A salary sub-committee consisting of Mr. Kendall Abbott of 
Buckland, Chairman; Miss Doris Askew, Charlemont; and Mr. Paul 
Lively of Heath. 


A budget sub-committee consisting of Mr. Ralph Wells, Chair- 
man; Mr. Harold Harris, Shelburne; and Mr. Russell Denison, 
Colrain. 


A sub-committee appointed to study the feasibility of construct- 
ing a fire pond for the source of water in the event of fire, consisting 
of Mr. Lawrence Shearer, Jr., of Colrain, Chairman; Mr. Paul Lively, 
Heath; and Mr. Harold Harris, Shelburne. The fire pond has been 
constructed at a cost of $892.90 and provides approximately 120,000 
gallons of water. 
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A sub-committee consisting of Mr. Kendall Abbott of Buckland, 
Chairman; Mr. Roger Scott of Ashfield; and Mr. Paul Lively, Heath, 
to study and make recommendations to the full committee concern- 
ing the recognition of the Mohawk Trail Teachers’ Association as 
an organization under Chapter 763 of the Acts of 1965. Recognition 
granted by the committee on December 13, 1967, under the provi- 
sions of Chapter 763, Acts of 1965 to the Teachers Association. 


The above sub-committees spent many hours this past year 
studying their assigned tasks and have reported back to the full 
committee with their recommendations, which for the most part 
were adopted in full. 


GIFTS TO THE MOHAWK TRAIL REGIONAL SCHOOL 


The committee has very gratefully accepted the following gifts 
to the Mohawk School this past year. 

A fund in memory of Capt. Paul A. Looney, USMC, was estab- 
lished to buy a piece of scientific equipment for the science depart- 
ment. 

A sum of money for a memorial painting in memory of William 
Fay. 

The Trustees of Arms Academy presented the school with a 
painting by Lester Stevens of the Bridge of Flowers in Shelburne 
Falls. 

The Kendall Company of Colrain presented the school infirmary 
with a supply of first-aid equipment. 

The Shelburne Falls Garage for a nominal sum of one dollar 
each presented two driver education cars. 

The Deerfield Valley Pomona Grange made a presentation of 
$200 to be expended on library books or equipment. 


INSURANCE COVERAGE 


Insurance on the school building and its contents, including ex- 
tended coverage in the amount of $2,173,500 was awarded to our 
insurance broker, George D. Mirick & Son for the annual premium 
of $5057.85. 


SUPERINTENDENT AND ADMINISTRATION 


On April 26, 1967, the motion was made not to share the 
superintendent with any other school union or district. A sub-com- 
mittee consisting of Mr. Paul Lively of Heath, Mr. Roger Scott of 
Ashfield, Mr. Harold Harris of Shelburne, Mr. Russell Denison of 
Colrain and Mr. Bernard Shippee of Buckland, was appointed to 
study this motion and make its report. They made their report on 
May 11 and the motion was made and seconded and carried that the 
motion stand and become effective on the 30th of June, 1967. On 
May 24, 1967, a motion was made to reconsider. The motion to re- 
consider was lost and the original motion stood. So that the action 
of the board would not be misinterpreted as a vote of no confidence, 
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a vote of confidence for the superintendent was made and carried. 
A motion was made on June 28, 1967, to ask for Mr. Bither’s resig- 
nation. A motion to rescind lost by a tie vote in the first meeting of 
July and again a motion to rescind carried on July 26, 1967. 

The State Auditors arrived and completed an audit of the books 
of the Mohawk Trail Regional School District in February. The 
audit report will appear under the district treasurer’s report. 

On June 14 the committee adopted a committee procedure that 
the call for ayes and nays could be made by three members. 

A tuition charge at Mohawk was established at $600 and trans- 
portation for tuition students established at $75 a year. 

On July 12, 1967, the committee adopted a payroll service at an 
approximate cost of $37.50 per payroll. All payroll checks are 
handled by computer at Third National Bank in Springfield. 

At this same meeting a motion was made to limit future school 
committee meetings to two and one half hours. The motion was 
amended to make the effective date of the main motion October 1. 
Both motions carried. 

On July 27, 1967, the committee rejected the Department of 
Public Works Proposal for the construction of a swimming pool on 
school property. 

On August 23 the committee authorized the construction of track 
and field equipment consisting of shot put pad, discuss pad, high 
jump pad and runway, and pole vault and broad jump runway. 

On September 13 the committee established the hot lunch prices 
at 30 cents per student and 50 cents per adult with single purchases 
of milk at 4 cents per student and 8 cents per adult. 

On November 29 the committee rejected snow removal bids and 
decided to purchase snow removal equipment. On December 12, 
1967, the committee awarded Shelburne Falls Garage the contract 
to provide snow removal equipment of 1968 %4 Ton Fleetside Pick-up 
with a Fischer 7144 foot plow in the amount of $3450.00. 

Again on the 29th the committee voted to accept a proposal by 
Western Mass. Electric to install four 20,000 lumen lights in the yard 
— three to be placed in the large parking lot and one to be placed 
in the faculty parking lot at a total cost of $30 per month. 

The committee appointed Orin Ball of Shelburne as attendance 
officer. 

The committee voted to allow the Town of Buckland to conduct 
its annual town meeting in the school auditorium in February of 
each year. 


The committee engaged the services of Dr. Samuel J. Galbo of 
Shelburne to be the school physician. 


FINANCIAL 


On October 25, 1967, the committee adopted a tentative operating 
budget of $774,357 into this transferring anticipated receipts and 
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surplus revenue in the amount of $94,357, leaving a net to be assessed 
from the member towns of $680,000. The capital budget in the 
amount of $247,400 transferring surplus of $53,400, leaving a net 
assessment to the member towns of $194,000. The Vocational Budget 
was adopted in the amount of $32,600. To this we are transferring 
from anticipated receipts, the sum of $7600 leaving a net assessment 
to the member towns with the exception of Ashfield, who is to ad- 
minister their own vocational program, and the town of Heath, who 
does not have any vocational students, a net of $25,000. 


COMMITTEE PERSONNEL 


With the annual town meetings in the member towns in the 
spring of the year, Mr. Lawrence E. Shearer, Jr., of Colrain, was 
appointed as the representative of the Colrain School Committee, re- 
placing Mr. Roderick L. Lively. On March 22, Mr. Hobart Raymond 
of Hawley was appointed as the Hawley School Committee repre- 
sentative to replace Mrs. Forrest Gracie; and in March of 1967, Mr. 
Roger E. Scott of Ashfield was appointed by the Ashfield School 
Committee to be its representative, replacing Mr. G. M. Phelps, Jr., 
and Mr. Paul Lively replacing Mrs. Rachel Sumner of Heath. 


At its organizational meeting in April of 1967 Mr. Clement H. 
Record of Ashfield was elected Chairman. Mr. Guy Manners, Jr., 
Shelburne was elected Vice-Chairman; Mr. Ralph W. Wells, Buck- 
land, was elected Treasurer; and Mrs. Rita S. Day of Ashfield was 
engaged as Secretary to the committee. Mrs. Rita S. Day resigned 
as committee secretary on December 27, 1967. 


NO SCHOOL ANNOUNCEMENT 


In the event of an emergency whereby Mohawk would not op- 
erate no school announcements will be made at approximately 6:30 
A.M. over radio stations WTIC, Hartford; WHMP, Northampton; 
WMNB, North Adams; and WHAT, Greenfield. 


CONCLUSION 

The cooperation of the committee and the area school personnel 
continues to be excellent. The problems that have been discussed and 
solved this past year have been many. Now that the confusion of 
initial transition from three area high schools into a regional high 
school have been overcome, the committee is confident that the 
faculty of the school will continue to operate a school in which all 
parents in the area can be justly proud.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the Mohawk Trail Regional School District 
for the period from January 1, 1965, the date of the previous ex- 
amination, to February 4, 1967, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The ledger accounts in the custody of the district treasurer were 
analyzed for the period of the audit, the necessary adjustments 
resulting from the audit were made, and a balance sheet showing 
the financial condition of the district on December 31, 1966 was 
prepared and is appended to this report. 


The surety bond of the district treasurer, issued in 1966, was 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the district treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
checked with the sources from which money was paid into the treas- 
ury, the payments were proved with the warrants approved by the 
regional district school committee, and the receipts and payments 
were compared with the treasurer’s ledger accounts. The cash bal- 
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ance on February 4, 1967 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit, and by 
verification of the United States Treasury bills and certificates of 
deposit. 

The records pertaining to funded debt and temporary loans were 
examined and checked. The loans issued were compared with the 
treasurer’s recorded receipts, while the payments on account of 
temporary loans in anticipation of serial issue, and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due and were checked with the 
cancelled securities and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding 
on February 4, 1967 were listed and checked with the amount on 
deposit in the bond and coupon account. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, and the county and teachers’ retirement systems were 
examined. The deductions and the payments to the proper agencies 
were verified, and the balances in the general treasury were proved 
with the ledger controls. 


The minutes of the regional district school committee were ex- 
amined. The appropriations voted by the committee were listed and 
checked with the ledger accounts, and the operational and capital 
assessments against the member towns were checked with the articles 
of agreement. 


For the cooperation extended by all district officials during the 
progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools for the Mohawk Trail Regional School District for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1967. This is the first year that the 
Mohawk Trail Regional High School has been operational. Much 
of our concern in the past year has been with the construction, hiring 
of personnel, and various details in getting the school organized. We 
are still in the process of finishing the construction of the school and 
consequently, have not been able to offer a full program this year. 
Areas not completed to date are essentially the physical education 
facilities, the auditorium, and varying aspects of the school library. 
Therefore, I will divide my report into two sections: a report on the 
educational aspects of the program that we are now offering and 
the proposed aspects we plan to offer the pupils of grades seven 
through twelve when all facilities are completed. 


Because of the rapid doubling of factual information and the in- 
creasing demands of our complex society upon our students, we feel 
that yesterday’s educational program is not enough for the students 
of today. We are attempting to offer a comprehensive, modern cur- 
riculum at the new school. We are also trying to meet the individual 
needs of all the students with such things as flexible scheduling, large 
group activities, small group activities and unscheduled time. We 
are setting up most of the curriculum into ability phases so that 
every pupil may work at his own level of achievement. 


One of the major deterrents to curriculum reform has been the 
structure of the school day. Fortunately, we shall be able to use a 
computer and this obstacle will be overcome. Individualized instruc- 
tion should emerge from our computer scheduling. By making time 
a servant, rather than a master, of the program it may be possible 
to take full advantage of staff creativity and give students the op- 
portunity to practice more responsibility and initiative for learning. 
It is our intention to recognize the need of the students within the 
education program and to have continued emphasis on genuine com- 
mittment to and an involvement in learning by students and teachers 
alike. 

At Mohawk we use time modules in place of the traditional 
periods. Actually, there is not a great deal of difference, except that 
the modules are shorter and allow for more flexibility in the plan- 
ning of the individual student’s program. It allows for meeting of 
one module in length or several modules in length if the course work 
requires it. 

The students are assigned classes based on varying levels of 
complexity of any given subject. The philosophy involved in such a 
designation attempts to have the student compete effectively with 
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his own peer ability group. We at Mohawk have seven different 
phase designations. Phase 1 is for students needing special assist- 
ance. Phase 2 is for students needing emphasis on basic skills. Phase 
3 is for students with an average background and meets college 
entrance standards. Phase 4 is for exploration in depth of a subject 
and meets college entrance standards. Phase 5 is an honor program 
which has not been put into operation as yet. It will be a small 
group type of involvement. Phase 6 is an individual, independent 
study program. It will be scheduled for each student that asks for 
it and is capable of handling it. Both the honor and independent 
study program may be types of projects that cross several subject 
lines rather than one subject. In addition to the number phases we 
have a non-phase classification for subjects that cut across ability 
lines. 


It is not always true that the same time structure is suitable 
for learning in all subjects or even in the same subject all the time. 
Flexible scheduling gives us the opportunity to give individualized 
instruction. English and Social Studies, for example, may benefit 
from having an occasional large group meet for short periods as an 
open lecture and then, later in the week, the students will meet in 
small groups. Here they will learn to communicate effectively, share 
experiences, and clarify their own ideas of opinions and beliefs con- 
cerning the materials presented to the large group. On the other 
hand, Science and Business, for example, may lend themselves to 
open laboratories where the students may continue projects or ex- 
periments began earlier and where they may work at their own rate 
of speed and where they, through the discovery method, may become 
totally involved in educational experiences. 


A large variety of activities can be presented in large groups 
which can be either student or teacher directed. The student, for 
example, may present skits, debates, reports, and panel discussions. 
A teaching team may use large groups to present technical material, 
give tests, motivate for small group discussion, or present outside 
speakers. The small group most effectively provides for active in- 
volvement in the learning process, allowing for discussion and to 
clarify their own ideas and opinions. Thus, they become able to 
conduct discussions in an orderly way, dealing with controversial is- 
sues without prejudice and participating as rational citizens in a 
democratic society. The students learn to evaluate opinions and 
backgrounds different from their own and thus help to build a mean- 
ingful philosophy as a guide to their own lives. 


Flexible scheduling is not an end in itself, but a means by which 
a climate and a curriculum may be provided which will promote 
within each student a spirit of acquiring an intellectual involvement 
in the ideas and concerns of this civilization’s culture. One advantage 
that is inherent to flexible scheduling is that the students and 
teachers have unscheduled time. If students are to be involved in 
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learning, time should be provided for them to make decisions about 
what is important to them during any particular day. There should 
also be time to practice responsibility and time to capitalize upon 
any individual interests. Students find a variety of avenues open 
during their unscheduled time. There is opportunity for returning to 
an open lab for remedial or in-depth study, or going to the library 
which is no longer an escape from study hall but a research center 
for individual inquiry. 

We have deliberately attempted to have less unscheduled time 
for the Junior High students and more unscheduled time for the 
Senior High students, realizing that the Senior High students are 
more able to handle such a concept. Individual differences in student 
learning and initiative are recognized in the student-teacher, one-to- 
one relationship, made possible with the unscheduled time. There 
will also always be a few students who will not make good use of 
such time. However, by having such a schedule, the ones who are 
interested in getting the most out of their education will be afforded 
a much greater opportunity to do so. The basic premise of unsched- 
uled time is to allow students to practice decision making and re- 
sponsibility for things most important to them. At this stage in the 
school year we have not yet been able to work out this concept of 
free time and it is not being used effectively. Also the faculty is 
overloaded and does not have enough of this time free to be assigned 
for individual and small group conferences. It is hoped that this 
will be worked out in the future with the hiring of additional staff 
members and more effective scheduling of plant facilities. 


The physical facilities at the Mohawk Trail Regional High School 
are adequate to carry out our needs for this modern flexible type 
of program. We have six classrooms that can be opened up to make 
three double size classrooms. We have the auditorium that can be 
used for extra large lecture groups up to 600 or more. The cafeteria 
can be used as a large study area or even accommodate the entire 
Junior High. There is also a small classroom, two conference rooms, 
as well as three department offices that all could be used for small 
seminar groups. The library can be used for independent research 
and other projects and can accommodate up to 95 students. 


One very specialized room is the language laboratory which is 
equipped to handle 39 students. It is tied into a central system that 
allows the teacher or student to dial a variety of programs as 
desired. This remote area is called a Random Access Library. There 
are remote stations in a conference room off the library and in the 
music room. For example, the music instructor is able to dial any 
tapes he may have set up for use from his office and the program 
selected will play over a speaker in the music room. The conference 
room is set up at the present for three individual stations and it is 
hoped that it can be expanded to handle more. Teachers could give 
assignments, and students, in their unscheduled time, could go to 
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the conference room and dial the program available. It is also hoped 
that we can eventually have programs taped for every department 
so that there may be quite a flexibility of choice. 


The Science Department has seven modern _laboratory-class- 
rooms, three large storage rooms, and three instructors’ preparation 
rooms. The Home Ec Department has a Food Lab, Clothing Lab and 
a Living Center. The Art Department has an Art Room and an Arts 
and Crafts Room with a large storage area. The Commercial De- 
partment has an Office Practice Room, Business Machines Room, a 
Typing Room, an Accounting Room, and a General Classroom. The 
Industrial Arts Department has one Shop that is essentially for 
woodworking and one Shop that is essentially for metal working. 
Graphic Arts equipment is also set up in the small classroom sepa- 
rating the two shops. In addition, the Industrial Arts area includes 
a Mechanical Drawing Room. The Industrial Arts instructors also 
handle the Driver Education Program. We have a special classroom 
for special education and a special classroom for developmental 
reading. The other departments have rather standardized classrooms 
except that six of them can be made into three double classrooms. 
All classrooms are equipped to handle audio-visual materials. The 
Physical Education program has not truely been able to get underway 
because the facilities are still to be completed. It will consist of a 
double gymnasium which can be used by two classes at once, two 
corrective exercise rooms, and the necessary locker room facilities. 
There are, of course, playing fields and four tennis courts. 


This report reflects some of the hopes, dreams, and desires con- 
cerning Mohawk Trail Regional High School. It is hoped that the 
administration, faculty, and students can achieve as their goal one 
of the finest educational programs anywhere.

January 10, 1968 


To the citizens of the towns served by the Buckland - Colrain - 
Shelburne Regional School District I hereby submit the annual school 
report for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1967.

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FRENCH KING REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Report of Superintendent - Director 


To the French King Regional Vocational School District Committee: 


On May 3, 1967 approval of our Educational Specifications was 
granted by the Vocational Bureau and they were promptly submitted 
to the School Building Assistance Bureau with a request for consid- 
eration at the earliest possible date. At a meeting on August 2, 1967 
with Mr. Simeon J. Domas of this Bureau the Educational Specifica- 
tions were again reviewed and were given approval by this Bureau 
also. 


Meantime the Greenfield School Committee, having requested 
Federal funds for a study of vocational education in the area, indi- 
cated that though these funds had not yet been granted they wished 
to establish a special study committee to consider the vocational 
needs of the area and alternative means of meeting these needs. It 
was also suggested that the Greenfield Superintendent and School 
Committee could not approve of the French King plans as proposed 
and that these plans would not meet the needs of Greenfield students. 


In view of the need to await completion of annual town meetings 
to allow for the withdrawal of Leverett before requesting another 
planning bond, the French King committee agreed to participate in 
the study which was to have a preliminary report by March and a 
final report in June. It was felt that in fairness to the study another 
planning bond should not be requested until its completion. 


The final report of this committee made the following recom- 
mendations: 


a. Provide a strong Industrial Arts program from Grade 
7 through Grade 10 and coordinate the program with the 
vocational school. 


b. Coordinate class scheduling in such a manner that stu- 
dents can participate on a shared time basis without 
undue program conflict. 


Since, among other reasons, area school administrators (with the 
exception of Greenfield) were generally agreed as to the impracti- 
cality of such an arrangement for our area, French King represent- 
atives could not concur with a majority acceptance of a shared time 
program. It seems unfortunate that this committee concerned itself 
so much with theory and opinions and did not explore in more depth 
the various implications of programs and courses that were suggested. 
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Following receipt of the report the French King District com- 
mittee voted on September 7, 1967 to incur debt of $225,000 for 
acquiring a site and for preparing architectural and engineering plans 
for the construction of a vocational high school, and that this appro- 
priation be raised by incurring debt by the issue of bonds or notes 
under General Law Chapter 71, Section 16. 


Nine towns did not call special town meetings for consideration 
of the bond. Several informational meetings were held in the re- 
maining towns to answer questions of town officials and others 
regarding this matter. On October 2, 1967 Greenfield voted favorably 
93 to 82, Petersham voted favorably 88 to 71 and Athol disapproved 
by 80 to 47. On October 3, 1967 Shutesbury voted favorably 36 to 9, 
Northfield voted favorably 35 to 1, Leyden voted favorably 16 to 5 
and Charlemont disapproved 32 to 16. Ashfield on October 4, 1967 
disapproved 38 to 27. 


Following this, further discussion was held in towns disapproving 
and at subsequent special town meetings each voted to petition for 
withdrawal from the District. These petitions have been received 
and are a part of the agenda for the next meeting of the French 
King committee. 


Withdrawal of towns seems to be based primarily on inability 
to meet expected capital costs for the school. Loss of three towns 
composing approximately 25 percent of the District compounds this 
problem for those remaining, many of which also have tax problems. 


It presently appears that in order to reduce the capital costs 25 
percent we must necessarily reduce the educational and extra cur- 
ricular offerings as well as the central facilities to a point where it 
does not seem educationally or economically feasible. There also 
seems to be little likelihood of the schools establishment under 
county or state sponsorship in the immediate future or of the en- 
trance of new towns into the District under present conditions. To 
request member towns to support an educational program with less 
educational offerings at an increased overall capital cost, as well as 
assuming increasing proportions of this cost due to loss of member 
towns is not likely to be successful. 


In view of these facts it is my recommendation that an article 
be inserted in the warrants of all member towns calling for the 
dissolution of the French King Regional Vocational Technical School 
District. In the event that such an article is voted affirmatively 
vocational education in the area would await development of a new 
movement under different financial and legislative structure. If the 
article were defeated it would indicate strong support for the present 
region — a condition not presently apparent. 
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The need for a regional vocational school today is, if anything, 
greater than when the District was formed in 1965, however, general 
school costs as well as other municipal expenditures have risen con- 
siderably during this period, some member towns are involved in 
construction not considered in 1965, and the construction cost of 
all such projects including French King has gone up and will continue 
to go up. 


The progress of this District and the development of the French 
King Regional Vocational Technical School has been too long delayed 
by the reluctance of area voters, and more especially of town and 
industrial leaders, to recognize that money invested in education is 
an investment in the future of not only the immediate area but the 
state and country as well. Too little effort has been expended to 
make the effect of local taxes less burdensome to local taxpayers, too 
little effort given by business and industry to improving the very 
education that could benefit them most and too great a concern 
voiced by some of these same people over location, representation, 
coordination and conflicts with other educational programs. 


The need for improved vocational education in this area is here! 
It is a need that must be met if we are to keep pace with the rest of 
the country and the rest of the world — what we must do is work 
together to cooperatively find a means of meeting that need. 


For the help and cooperation given me and the many hours 
spent by area townspeople in behalf of the school I am truly grateful.
